The dispute over a pure gospel 
of grace did not end just because 
Paul went to Jerusalem and 
found the leaders of the church, 
Pater, James and John in perfect 


harmony with him. The “false: 


brethren” of Galatians 2:4 “who 
came in to spy out our liberty 
which we have in Christ Jesua,..” 
did not cease their disruption just 
because the church leaders 
disagreed with them. But, rather, 
they continued to teach. “Except 
ye be circumcised after the man- 
ner of Moses, ye:cannot be 
saved.” Acts 15:1. 

Paul and Barnabas got into a 
big fight with them over their 
perverted gospel, and they all 
agreed to ge to Jerusalem to 
discuss the matter at a church 
council. Acts 15:2. They were all 
received at Jerusalem by the 


church and her leaders, and began’ 


to give testimony of God's work. 
Acts 15:4. Almost immediately 
the false brethren challenged 
them: “But there rose up certain 
of the sect of the Pharisees which 
believed, saying, That it was 
needfui to circumcise them, and 
to command them to keep the law 
of Moses.” Acts 15:5. 

As the council convened, Peter 
gave testimony of God saving the 
Gentiles, Acts 15:7 through the 
gospel; by the witness of the Holy 
Spirit, acts 15:8; purifying thier 
hearts by faith, Acts 15:9; apart 
from the yoke of the law, Acts 
15:10. Peter concluded that Jews 
and Gentiles are alike saved by 
grace: “But we believe that

even as they.” Acts 15:11. . 
After Peter had spoken, Paul 
and Barnabas were given a chan-:

21. The church and her leaders. 
approved this decision, Acts 
16:22. Letters were then drafted - 
to the Gentile churches to 
separate law and grace in the 
gospel of Christ, Acts 15:23-29.

State Increases Security 


At Freeway Rest Areas © 


; A vareity of measnres to 
increase security 
Michigan’s 74 freeway rest 
areas and travel infor- 
mation centers has been 
authorized by the 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT). 

“Some, we will im- 
plement immediately; 
others will take more time,’ 
said John P. Woodford, 
state transportation direc- 
tor. 

“For example, we are 
formally requesting, im- 
mediately, increased 
patrols and surveillance of 
rest areas by State Police 
and also county sheriffs 
where applicable,’ Wood- 
ford said. 

Increased patrols and 
surveillance was one of five 
recommendations proposed 
by a committee comprised 
of State Police and Tran- 
sportation Department 
personnel assigned to 
evaluate existing security 
at the state’s freeway rest 
areas. : 

The evaluation was 
prompted by increasing 
evidence of illicit activities 
at a few of the rest areas, 
and also the fatal stabbing 
of a woman visitor to a rest 

area on Interstate 74 Free- 
way near Gaylord in May. 

The slaying was the first 
fatal assault in the history 
of Michigan’s rest area 
system, Woodford noted. 

“As tragic and senseless 
as this one incident was, we 
must keen it in perspective 
when seeking solutions to 
general security at rest 
areas,’ Woodford added. 
“‘Michigan’s rest areas 
serve more than 30 million 
visitors a year and this was 
the first incident of its kind 
we've ever had.” 

Increased State Police 
and county sheriff patrols 
and surveillance will be 
only one measure to in- 
crease the level of security. 

Other security proposals 
include:

of predetermined learner 
outcomes at various grade 
levels, he commented. 

Diedrich said that a lear- 
ner outcome is what the 
student should be able to 
achieve at any given point 
in a series of lessons, He 
noted that the teacher can 
then easily indentify the 
student that is having 
trouble and provide ad- 
ditional help. 

The learner outcome 
process will be completed 
this year in reading as well 
as mathematics which was 
also initially begun last 
year. 

“We really believe as a 
school system, that before 
kids can do anything in life, 
they must have a strong 
foundation in basic skills,” 
Diedrich said. ‘‘We are 
doing an adequate job now; 
we want to do a better job 
for our kids in the future,” 
he commented. 

One of the major accom- 
plishments last year, ac- 
cording to Diedrich, was a 
survey oF the community 
about how they perceive 
the school. From that sur- 
vey the board and ad- 
ministration were clearly 
shown that communication 
with the community was a 
major necessity, he com- 
mented. The improvement 
of the communications 
process will be another 
major step in school objec- 
tives next year. 

Diedrich said that other 
objectives are to improve 
student attendance for 
chronic absentees, develop 
an evaluation system, more 
agressively move into the 
area of career education 
and continue to build into 
the system, cost effective 
programs. 

The absenteeism in the 
schools may be a symptom

of some other problem, 
Diedrich said. A closer 
relationship with other 
community agencies will 
help pinpoint the back- 
ground reasons for the ab- 
sences, he commented. 

The state testing that 
has been conducted in the 
schols is not designed to 
adequatey reflect local 
student accomplishments 
and needs, Diedrich said. 
In developing our own 
evaluation system, 
teachers can more ac- 
curately report to the par- 
ents:on how the child is 
doing, he remarked. 

In the Career Education 
field, the intent is to let the 
kids move cut the doors of 
the school with a better 
idea of what they plan to 
do with their lives, 
Diedrich said. The young 
people in high school will. 
be given more information 
about jobs in which they. 
are interested, he noted. 

Overall will be a concen- 
tration on the cost effec- 
Diedrich said. ‘‘We intend 
to take each specific objec- 
tive and look at them in 
terms of what it costs to 
achieve them,”’ he noted. 
“Of course we cannot 
ignore critical objectives 
no matter what they cost,” 
he said. The critical objec- 
tives will be approached on 
the basis of whether the 
same effectiveness can be 
achieved at reduced costs, 
he commented. 

“It takes a long range 
plan to build-in all of the 
program plans and that 
requires a solid budget 
base,”’ Diedrich said. Year 
to year budgeting takes 
away the ability to plan 
ahead and reduces the op- 
portunity to save the tax- 
payers money through in- 
vesting funds, he con- 
cluded.

understood that school 
systems derive their 
revenues from several 
sources. Among these are 
Property taxes, state sour- 
ces, federal funds and 
miscellaneous revenues. 
Within the Crawford 
AuSable School District, 
80% of the projected 
revenues (from a millage 
renewal alone) for 
operating the schools 
would have come from 
property taxes. As a result 
of increased property 
vaules, the amount of 
money received by the 
schools from property 
taxes alone increased. 
However, part of the fiscal 
problem we are currently 
experiencing rests n the 
remaining 20% of reven- 
ues. Here, there has been a 
decrease in funding. 
Through a complex for- 
mula for determining the 
major amount of state 
monies to he paid for 
operating the schools, fac- 
tors including total value 
of taxable property in a 
school district, number of 
students enrolled and other 
variables are taken into 
consideration. The result is 
that in districts such as 
ours, state revenues 
decrease while local 
revenues increase. While 
this is not a dollar for 
dollar amount, the con- 
sequences for the district's 
operating budget are 
significant. This effect is 


not make up the deficit. 
The Crawford AuSable ~ 
School District, according 
to the most recent State 
Department of Education 
statistics, is ranked 493 
out of 530 K-12 school 
systems in the state for per 
pupil instructional expen- 
ditures. In other words, 
when these data were com- 
piled, 93% of the K-12 
school systems in 
Michigan were spending 
more per pupil to instruct 
their children than our 
school system. Over the 
years, this relatively low 
position has forced us to 
make cuts in so many areas 
that it is now impossible to 
correct a projected 
$300,000.00 deficit without 
deeply cutting into direct 
student services. Thus, it 
was necessary to request 
an operating millage in- 
crease of 3.25 mills and a 
renewal of 15.65 mills to 
overcome these difficulties.

It also pro- 
vides that ‘upon review of the reports and confirma- 
tion of the reconciliation results, if an overrecovery 
exists the Company shail file a refund proposal with 
the Commission for the equitable distribution of all 
overcollections to its customers.” 


Consolidated states that it obtains approxi- 


mately 99°; of its gas supply by z 
interstate pipeline companies and producers of sas 
in Michigan and that the prices it pays for its gas 
supply are fully controlled by government. 

Consolidated states that cost of gas is its largest 
single item of expense, representing almost 80°, of 
its total annual operating expenses so that changes 
in cost of gas have an immediate and substantial 
impact on Consolidated’s operating: expenses and, 
therefore, on its net operating revenue and the return 
it earns on its property dedicated to the public use. 
Consolidated further states that changes in its cost 
of gas are frequent. 

Consolidated states that Section F of its Rule 30 
ensures that purchased gas adjustments will pass 
through no more than the increases in Consolidated’'s 
cost of gas, but there is no provision in Rule 30 to 
ensure that purchased gas adjustments will pass 
through no Jess than the increases in Consolidated’s 
cost of gas.

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Officials at the American 
Red Cross Flint Regional 
Blood Center today an- 
nounced success’ in 
achieving its year-end 
blood collection goal. Ac- 
cording to William G. 
Eargle, Blood Services 
Administrator for the Flint 
Red Cross Blood Region, 
52,093 units of blood were 
collected for fiscal year 
1978-79. A goal of 52,000 
units for the year was 
established as the amount 
of blood needed to success- 
fully supply the 37 
hospitals within the 
region. 

“For the same period last 
year,’ Fargle said, ‘‘the 
Red Crass collected 49,668 
units of blood which gives 
us an increase this year of 
2,425 units or nearly 5% 
for the entire fiscal year.” 

The Flint Red Cross

one hundred per cent or 
better of their collection 
goals for the year. These 
are Emmet, Genesee- 
Lapeer, Grand Traverse, 
Benzie, Chippewa, Cheboy- 
gan, and Mackinac Coun- 
ties. ‘“‘These counties 
should be given special 
recognition for their effor- 


ts,’’ Eargle said, ‘“The Red - 


Cross volunteers made a 
concerted effort to recruit 
blood donors throughout 
the entire year.” 

Emmet County collected 
the highest number of 
units over goal in the entire 
region, collecting 1691 
units to achieve over 154% 
of their goal. Genesee-La- 
peer Counties collected 
30,970 units for the year to 
achieve nearly 112% of 
their goal. Grand Traverse 
County collected 2,607 to 
reach over 109% of their 
annual goal. Benzie County 
collected 542 units to make 
over 104% of their goal. 
Chippewa County collected 
1501 units and Cheboygan 
County collected 1,038 
units to achieve 102% of 
their goals. Mackinac 
County collected 596 unite 
to reach just over 100% of 
their annual goal. 

In addition, Eaergle 
reported that Roscommon 
County achieved the 
highest increase of blood 
collected over the previous 
year. In fiscal year 1977- 
78, Roscommon residents 
gave 341 units. Last fiscal 
year, they gave 672 units- 
97% more blood than col- 
lected the previous year. 

Several counties 
throughout the region also 
reached significant levels 
by increasing the number 
of units collected over the 
previous fiscal year. 
Cheboygan County in- 
creased their collections by 
38.1%, Emmet 17.5%, 
Gladwin 19.7%, Grand 
Traverse 43.9%, Mackinac 
58.9%, Ogemaw 22.5% and 
Sanilac 26.5%. 

The combined blood 
programs of Genesee and 
Lapeer Counties, where in- 
dustrial and school blood 
programs supplied 59.4% 
of. the region’s. needs, 
produced 30,970 units of 
blood.
